THE  PLANTING  SEASON 

Evergreens  may  be  successfully  transplanted  during  August 
and  September.  Herbaceous  plants  do  best  when  moved  during 
September,  and  before  the  middle  of  October.  Flowering  shrubs 
and  deciduous  trees  may  be  planted  in  October,  November  and 
until  the  ground  is  frozen  in  December. 

LOCATION 

The  Bay  State  Nurseries  are  located  in  North  Abington, 
Mass.,  18  miles  south  of  Boston,  on  the  Plymouth  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  8 H.  R.R. — half  way  from  Boston  to  Plym- 
outh. To  reach  us  by  automobile  from  Boston,  drive  to  Quincy, 
then  proceed  directly  south  through  Weymouth  aad  South 
Weymouth  until  you  see  our  sign  at  the  fork  of  the  road.  Then 
turn  to  the  left  and  you  cannot  miss  our  office  one-half  mile 
farther  on.  Our  office  and  shipping  headquarters  are  at  678 
Adams  Street,  North  Abington,  Mass.,  about  one  mile  north  of 
the  car  line  and  railroad  station,  and  less  than  a mile  from  the 
main  highway  running  from  Quincy  to  Bridgewater  and  the 
Cape.  Our  perennial  department,  however,  is  located  on  North 
Avenue,  between  North  Abington  and  Rockland.  We  are,  how- 
ever, not  open  for  business  on  Sunday.

In  addition  to  owning  one  of  the  finest  spraying  outfits  manu- 
factured, we  maintain  an  inspector  formerly  in  the  employ  of 
the  U.  S.  Government,  who  attends  to  the  spraying  at  the  proper 
season  and  also  inspects  all  stock  before  it  is  shipped.  Our  cus- 
tomers are  in  this  way  assured  of  receiving  clean  stock,  free  from 
any  injurious  insect  pest  or  disease.  A certificate  of  inspection 
accompanies  every  shipment.

1.  The  articles  herein  listed  will  be  furnished  in  accordance 
with  the  following  schedule: 

1 to  4 plants  of  one  kind  will  be  priced  at  the  each  rate, 
whatever  the  aggregate  of  a list  made  up  in  numbers  of  5 
plants  of  a specific  sort  may  be. 

5 to  39  plants  of  one  kind  and  size  will  be  priced  at  the 
ten  rate. 

40  to  250  plants  of  one  kind  will  be  furnished  at  the  hun- 
dred rate,  when  hundred  rates  are  given,  except  in  the  case  of 
perennials,  when  25  or  more  of  one  kind  will  be  priced  at  the 
hundred  rate. 

250  or  more  plants  of  the  same  kind  will  be  priced  at  the 
thousand  rate,  when  the  thousand  rate  is  given.

3.  We  give  no  warranty,  expressed  or  implied,  as  to  quality, 
description,  productiveness,  of  any  nursery  stock  that  we  sell. 
The  only  guarantee  that  we  make  is  that  our  stock  is  alive  at 
time  of  shipment  and  true  to  name.  No  complaints  will  be  con- 
sidered that  are  not  made  within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  order. 
Any  stock  ordered  from  this  list,  found  untrue  to  name,  will  be 
cheerfully  replaced  at  the  first  favorable  opportunity  for  plant- 
ing, after  it  has  been  found  not  as  ordered. 

4.  Higher  prices  will  be  charged  for  specimens  of  higher 
quality  selected  by  the  customer,  or  his  representative.
